President Says He Is Deeply Grieved

which the discussion of the appro- 
priation for the traveling expenses of 
the president took yesterday. 
I think 


It Is a legitimate argument In favor of 
such an appropriation that congress- 
men and many others press the ac- 
ceptance of Invitations to visit their 
sections and districts, because the 
urgency of such requests Indicates the 
opinion on the part of the people that 
one of {he duties of the president Is 
to visit the people in their homes. But 
the Intimation or suggestion that the 
acceptance 
by congressmen of the 


president's invitation to travel on the 
train with him In their respective dis- 
tricts or states was a reason why they 
should not vote their free opinions on 
the question of such an appropriation 
Is to me a most painful one. 


"In traveling upon the train they 


were not receiving my hospitality; 
they were making a little more elab- 
orate the cordial welcome which they 
as representative:* of their district 
wished to give. 


"The feature of the discussion yes- 


terday which was especially distress- 
ing to me was a suggested reflection 
on southern hospitality. The Intima- 
tion that somewhere 
In 
the 
south 


board was charged has no foundation 
In fact, and I never heard It Intimated 
until I saw It'In this morning's paper. 


"In all my experience, and I have 


enjoyed the hospitality of many sec- 
tions and countries of the world, I 
never had a more cordial, generous, 
open and lavish welcome than I had 
In the southern states during ray trip, 
and the slightest hint that puts me In 
the attitude of a critic of that hos- 
pitality gives me great pain.

Succumbs to Heart Disease 


DEATH OF DR. KOCH 


He Gained Great Renown as Discov- 


erer of Tuberculosis Germs

gist, died here from a disease of the 
heart. 
He was born at Klausthal, 


Hanover, Dec. 11, 1843.

HINT FOR INVENTORS. 


Convenient Method of Miking PttUrne 


of Small Objtcti. 


How often does the inventor want 


to soo bow a thing will "look In uiot- 
ul," but on Account of (tie espenso and 
aeluy Involved dislikes to tnako a pat- 
tern nnd take It to the foundry, 
writes a correspondent of 1'opulor Me- 
chanics. A wood pattern of some de- 
sign, say u handle, would tnke con- 
siderable time to make and finish up 
to It would make a decent casting. 


In tlie case of many small articles 


much trouble may be saved by making 
what tho writer bus termed "beeswax 
patterns." They may be made as fol- 
lows: 1'our the melted beeswax Into a 
rough mold (a paper box will do) ap- 
proximately the size you wish for 
your pattern. 
When this wax is cold 


carve It to the desired shape, using a 
sharp knife slightly warmed. 
Make 


another rough mold similar to the tlrst 
and 
Dll with plaster of purls mixed 


with 
water to the consistency of 


cream. 
Immerse the beeswax pattern 


In this, leaving .vents and gates und 
taking care that no air bubbles form, 
and let stand until set and thoroughly 
dry. 
Slowly heat the plaster to a tem- 


perature sulticlent to cause all the 
beeswax to run out of the gales aui! 
vents 
which 
have been provided. 


Pour In melted solder to replace (he 
wax, allow It to harden and break 
open the plaster. You will then have 
a smooth solder casting, wblch, if nec- 
essary, can be worked to a better 
shape with the soldering iron. This 
solder casting may, be used for a pat- 
tern which will give excellent results 


Beeswax lends itself 
well to this 


kind of "sculpturing" if rightly han- 
dli'd. 
It may be turned on a lathe, 


drilled and generally fashioned at will. 
This method is not practicable where 
a core, as for the Inside of a hall. Is 
required, but otherwise, has a wldf 
range of usefulness.
